The nose secretions are infective before 
the rash appears.

In the meanwhile these more primitive 
and cruder methods of prevention must 
be used,

will be about over. Few diseases dis- 

arrange schools to the same degree 
that measles does,’ If they can keep 
their charges free from the disease for 
another two months they will be in the 
clear. 

The older a child is the safer he will 
be if he gets measles, The disease is 
very serious in children under 2 years 
Of age, though very young children at 
the breast rarely have it. Since it so 
frequently leads to pneumonia, and since 
pneumonia is so fatal in children under 
5, every mother should try to keep her 
child clear of measles until he reaches 
& years of age at least.

Six Wheel Trucks. 
Distribution of the weight of a mo 
tor truck and its load over six wheels 
instead of four reduces the likelihood 
of road destruction, increases the 
carrying capacity of the vehicle and 


lowers the cost of operation, as ex- 
plained by Ethelbert Favary, a con- 
sulting engineer, in an address deliv- 
ered last month at a Los Angeles group 
meeting of members of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers. Road destruc- 
tion, he said, is caused by excessive 
loads on tires, impacts of the tires on 
the road, traction effects of the wheels 
and braking effects. The remedy for 
the first is to reduce.the load or to 
correct improper weight distribution. 
Impacts probably cause the most de- 
struction, tests made by the United 
States bureau of public roads showing 
that when a truck fitted with solid 
rubber tires was traveling at a speed 
of sixteen miles an hour and hit an 
obstruction one inch high, the impact 
on the road was seven times the load 
on the tires.

BETTER VENTILATION. 
XPERIMENTS toward thé pre 
vention of monoxide gas nF on 
ing and the ills of poorly venti- 
lated closed cars has resulted in 
the patenting by the Chicago Auto 
Ventilator compay, 3507 Grand boule 
vard, of an interesting new improve 
ment in the closed car figid. The de- 
vice, called the “two way vent,” is 
an automatitally regulated ventilator 
operated on the vacuum principle and 
installed between the upper window 
frame and giass of closed car doors. 
It draws all foul mir, smoke, or gas 
from the car interior and replaces it 
with fresh air through a _ suction 
process without causing draughts or 
exposure. The vent can be opened to 
any degree desired by means of two 
checks, or closed entirely. It has been 
approved by a number of veteran car 
dealers along the Chicago row and is 
said to be in line for manufacturers’ 
adoption as standard car equipment.

O one who has n>: investigated 
and collected cars-t recipes, a 
demonstration of the number of 
Ways this vegetable car be used 
will or would be a revelation.

cause the only ways I had carrots in 
my youth were not ways to inspire a 
liking for them.

But when they appeared 
in the boiled dinner hasa, or that calico 
bash, the hash from ihe leftovers of 
that dinner, they seemei to add ap- 
preciably to its agreeable flavor.

Carrot Puddings. 

As to carrot puddings, there are 
many sorts, but in’ the one used to 
save flour, which was so popular in 
1918, the carrot was a filler, as in 
cakes and other sorts of carrot pud- 
dings, and in that recipe raisins Were 
the fruit. This type of pudding is as 
ancient, atleast, as the first of Eng: 
lish cook books, but originally it was 
a sort of bread pudding, often steamed 
in a fine and fancy mold and contain- 
ing raisins, dates, citron, almonds, and 
Cher richening i» zredients. 

A simpler carrot pudding is made 
with rice and carrot and eggs, with 
sometimes magy other ingredients, 
besides sugar. I have hever tested 
out recipes with the ricea and carrot 
foundations. 

Carrot Cakes. 

I presume a carrot cake could be 
made by the recipe for apple sauce 
cake, but I have so many recipes for 
carrot cakes that I have never settled 
down to finding out what is what 
among them. A clipped recipe is for 
a crocus carrot cake, which title sug- 
gests its suitability for this season. 

The author of the recipe was the late 
Marion Harris Neal. It reads: “Rub 
four good sized cooked carrots through 
a sieve, add two tablespoons of ground 
almonds, three tablespoons of sugar. 
the grated rind and strained ju:ce of 
half a lemon, the well beaten yolks of 
four eggs, three tablespoons of melted 
butter, and the whites of the eggs 
beaten stiffiy. Pour into a small baking 
tin that has been lined with pasfry. 
Bake in a hot oven — serve aes or 
cold, cut in squares.’ 

This is really fnore like a pie than a 


cake, but baked in a small square tin 
lined with crust it will undoubtedly | 
bear a resemblance to cheese cake, | 
which we know is more of a compro- 
mise between bread and pie than ike 
a cake. 
Conseryation Carrot Recipes. | 
A large number of recipes contain-* 
ing carrots were tried out in my kitch- 
en in 1918. The old and common one 
was that for the pudding, but I am 
pre xing “conservation” to these be 
cause they were those so much used 
in conservation Gays. 
Conservation Carrot Pudding. 
One cup of grated raw carrota, one 
cup of grated raw potatoes, one half 
cup of melted. butter or butter substi- , 
tute, one cup of trown sugar, one cup | 
of flour, one teaspoon of nutmeg. one, 
teaspoon cinnamon, one teaspoon of | 
salt, one teaspoon of soda, two cups 
of raisins.

Carrot Marmalades. 

Which is the bes. of the carrot mar 
malade recipes has escaped my mem- 
ory. I think it was one which seems 
to have hidden itself away somewhere. 
But here are two that were sent broad- 
cast by the United States food admin- 
istration in 1918: 

“One cup ground carrot, juice of 
two lemons, juice and grated rind of 
one orange, one cup of sugar. Cook 
carrots in water to cover until they 
are tender, then add other ingredients 
and cook until thick .and clear.” 

The other recipe, like so many of the 
carrot marmalade recipes, calls for 
gingdr root but is simple as compared 
with most: “ Two cups ground carrots, 
one and one-half cups sugar, two 
sliced lemons, two teaspoons ground 
ginger root, Cook carrots in water to 
cover until they are tender. Add other 
ingredients and cook until thick and 
clear.” 

Carrot’ Candies. 


Carrot candies are in particular a 
Jewish * confection. The following 
recipes were given me by Miss Blanche 
M. Joseph, a dietitian who has done 2 
notable work for a long time among 
fhe Jewish poor. She told me these 
candies were nuch used at Passover 
time: 


Boiled Carrot Candy. 
Boll carrots, and when cold grate 
them. Weigh them-and to each pound 
add a pound of cugar and a half tea 
spoon of ginger. Cook to candy stage, 
pour on oiled plate, and coat with 
sugar. me 
Raw Carrot Candy. 


One cup grated raw carrots, one 
half cup sugar, one cup water, one 
half cup honey, one cup of powdered 


or chopped almonds. Scrape and grate 
raw carrots. Dissolve sugar in water. 
Add honey. Cook carrots in mixture 
over slow fire. When~clear add nuts, 
pour on buttered plates, and cut. Use 
olive oi] for buttering plates. 


Glazed Carrots. 


Because of the many and attractive 
uses that can be made of carrots 
cooked as follows, this is my favorite 
carrot recipe: Wash, scrape and slice 
thin a bunch of carrots, add a teaspoon 
of salt, a tablespoon of sugar and one 
ounce, or two, of butter with only so 
much water as will evaporate in the 
cooking. The amount depends on 
whether you use much fire or little. 
The more fire you have, the more 
water you must use. To make the car- 
rot truly glazed it is necessary to use 
two tablespoons of butter. Cook (best 
gently for half an hour) urtil the 
liquid is reduced to about two table- 
spoonfuls, then put into frying pan and 
sauté until the liquid is cooked away 
and the carrots are shiny. Use inde 
pendently as a vegetable, especially in 
combination with cooked endive or 
escarole, when you want to make a

Cream of Carrot Soup. 


Mash the glazed carrots, and add 
hot milk. In making cream of carro: 
soup, some onion and green peppe’ 
cooked with the carrot will, when all 
has been sieved, add desirable char 
acter to a cream soup. The carrots 
can be glazed in a meat stock and 
then, when sievéd, finished with a 
lightly thickened stock.

pogates baby clams. It catches all the 


fish it can and, at the proper moment, 
sends them thhough these tanks, and 
turns them back into the river. In 
this way it helps to broadcast clam 
shells that its people nfay continue to 
have pearl bhttons.

HE reputation of Ambrose Bierce, like that of Edgar 
gaitus, has always had something occult and artificial 
gpout it. He has been hymned in a passionate, voluptu- 
ous way by a small] band of disciples, and he has been 
1 ever altogether by the great majority of American 
and no less by the great majority of American readers. 
oritics, Certainly it would be absurd to say 
that he ts generally read, even by 
the tntelligentsia,. Most of his 
books, tn fact, are out of print and 
almost unobtainable, and there is 
little evidence that his massive col- 
lected works, printed in twelve 
volumes between 1909 and 1912. 
have gone into anything even re- 
motely approaching a wide circu 
lation. 

I have a suspicion, indeed, thaf 
Bierce did a serious disservice to 
himself when he put those twelve 
volumes together. Already an old 
man at the time, he permitted his 
nostaigia for his lost youth to get 
the better of his critical faculty, 
never powerful at best, and the re- 
ot was 8 depressing assemblage of wornout and fiy- 
wows gstuff, much of it quite unreadable. If he had 
pofled the collection down to four volumes, or even to 
x, it migtrt have got him somewhere, but as it was his good 
ork Was lost in a maze of bad and indifferent work. I doubt 
that any one, save the Bierce fanatics aforesaid has ever 
plowed through the whole twelve volumes. They are filied

Dealing with War's Realism. 

Bierce, I believe, was the first writer of fiction ever to 
teat war realistically. He antedated even Zola. It is com- 
mon to say that he came out of the civil war with a deep and 
abiding loathing of slaughter—that he wrote his war stories 
asa sort of pacifist. But this is certainly not believed by 
any one who knew him, as I did in his last years. What he 
got out of his service in the field was not a sentimental 
horror of it, but a cynical delight in it. It appeared to him 
usa sort of magnificent reductio ad absurdum of all romance 
The world reviewed war as something heroic, glorious, ideal- 
istic. Very well, he would show how sordid and filthy it was— 
how stupid, savage, and degrading. 

_ But to my this is not to say that he“disapproved it. On 
the contrary, he vastly enjoyed the chance it gave him tc 
wt forth dramatically what he was always talking about and 
gloating over: the infinite tmbecflity of man. There was 
nothing of the milk of human kindness fn old Ambrose; 
he Cid mot get the nickname of Bitter Bierce for nothing.

More Than One Creative Manner. 

One of the most interesting things about him is his re 
fusal to confine himself to any one creative manner. Curiously 
enough, this has fn certain quarters been held to his dis- 
praise. It would seem that it ought to be the finest element in 
him, this aggressive alertnes; that refuses to get into a rut. 
He began, as nearly as one can tell from analyzing his works, 
as a talented though somewhat conventional composer; he 
developed from that into the gorgeousness of “ L’Oiseau de 
Feu” and “Petrouckhka” and the nervous impulse -of 
“Sacré de Printemps.” : 


From there he passed to works of lesser dimensions, 
small songs, small orchestral pieces, the ‘“ Histoire du Sol- 
dat,” the pieces for unaccompanied clarinet, which a startled 
critic described as a tone picture of the girlhood, early asso- 
ciations, betrayal, and death of that interesting instrument’. 
He now speaks of a new desire possessing him, an admiration 
for the counterpoint of Bach and Handel as seen through 
| modern eyes and heard with modern ears. He cites his piano 
concerto, not yet heard here, as a piece in the new manner. 


Through it all he has rematned intensely human, in- 
tensely individual, and even at ths time of his farthest de- 
parture from the beaten trai] with something of the funda- 
mermtal soil. He would seem to have a horror of rubber 
stamps and formulas; he, speaks disdainfully of composers 
who “started out by trying to write so as.to shock the 
bourgeoisie, and finished by pleasing the bolsheviki.”’ 

I believe he was never self-conscious enough even to have 
a thought about trying to shock the bourgeoisie. I haye 
heard a composer of another type indulge-in more detailed 
and long winded explanation about one single piece than 
Stravinsky is inclined to do about: his whole output. Ap- 
parently he prefers to write the music and let others talk 
| about it; a fairly satisfactory arrangement al around.

human cowardice and folly. He put 
man, intellectually, somewhere  be- 
tween the sheep and the horned cattle, 
and as a hero somewhere below the 
rats. His war stories, even when they 
dea] with the heroic, do not depict 
soldiers as heroes; they depict them as 
bewildered fools, doing things without 
sense, submitting to torture and out- 
rage without resistance, dying at last 
like hogs in Chicago, the literary ca- 
pital of the United States. 

So far in this life, indeed, I have en- 
countered no more thoroughgoing 
cynic than Bierce. His disbelief in 
homo sapiens went even farther than 
Mark Twain's; he was quite unable to 
imagine the heroic in any ordinary 
sense. Nor, for that matter, the wise. 
Man, to him, was the most stupid and 
ignoble of animals. But at the same 
time the most amusing. Out of the 
spectacle of life about him he got an 
unflagging and Gargantuan joy. The 
obscene farce of politics delighted him. 
He was an almost amorous connoisseur 
of theology and theologians. He howled 
with mirth whenever he thought of a 
professor, a doctor, or a husband. His 
favorites among his contemporaries 
were such superb zanies as Bryan, 


Roosevelt, and Hearst.

Another character that marked him, 
perhaps flowing out of this same 
cynicism, was his curious taste for the 
macabre. All of his stories show it. 
He delighted in hangings, autopsics, 
dissecting rooms. Death to him was 
not something repulsive, but a sort of 
low comedy—the last act of a squalid 


and rib rocking buffoonery. When, 
grown old and weary, he made his way 
to Mexico, marched into the revolution 
then going on, and had himself shot, 
there was certainly nothing in the 
transaction to surprise his acquaint 
ances. The whole thing was typically 
Biercian. He died happy, one may be 
sure, if his executioners made a botch 
of dispatching him—if there was a 
flash of the grotesque at the ena. 

I once enjoyed the curious experience 
of going to a funeral with him. His 
conversation to and from the crema- 
tory was superb—a long series of 
gruesome but highly amusing witti- 
cisms. He had tales to tell of crema- 
tories that had caught fire and singed 
the mourners, of dead bibuli whose 
mortal remains had exploded, of 
widows guarding the fires all night to 
make sure that their dead husbands 
did not escape. The gentleman whose 
carcass we were burning had been a 
literary critic. Bierce suggested that 
his ashes be molded into bullets and 
shot at publishers, that they be pre- 
sented to the library of the New York 
Lodge of Elks, that they be mailed 
anonymously to Bia Wheeler Wilcox. 
Later on, when he heard that they had 
been buried in Iowa, he exploded in 
colossal mirth. The last time 1 saw 
him he predicted that the peasants 
would dig them up and throw them 
over the state line. On his own writing 
desk, he once told me, he kept the 
ashes of a near relative. I suggested 
that the ceremenrtal urn Must be a 
formidable ornament. 

“Urn, hell!” he exclaimed, “I keep 
them in a cigar box!”’

The leaf cell is the actual laboratory 
in which the upbuilding of food takes 
' Place; it includes, embedded in the liv- 
ing matter, numerous biscuit shaped 
gteen bodies—chliorophyll corpuscles— 
whose ‘function it is to absorb and 
teyansform the light energy. 

“The flatness of the leaf means a 
large absorbing surface, and the ar. 
rengement of leaves is suited to avoid 
mutual] shading, and consequent loss of 
light. The leaves of ivy on a wall look 
a &@ mosaic, smal! leaves fitting into 
the space left by the larger ones. The 
branches of trees are scaffoldings 
Which spread the foliage to the light, 
afd all the devices of twining, climb- 
ing. and rambling plants serve the 
Same end—namely, the capture of 
* parts of the sunlight. 

“To the leaf cell, then, there flows 
water with salts through the veins. 
and carbon dioxide through the sto- 
mata and air spaces. In the cell there 
is an energy transformer and absorber, 
the chlorophyll. In the cell, too, there 
is protoplasm, the physical basis of 
life. which utilizes the raw materials 
and the energy of light, so as to trans 
form the carbon dioxide and water 
into simple organic compounds of car- 
bohydrate nature. In this process there 

‘is a liberation of oxygen, which passes 
out by the little openings. The forma- 
tion of these simple carbohydrates is 
the fundamental process of plant nu- 
trition, and indeed of life in general] on 
our globe, for from them are derived 
all other organic compounds what- 
ever, in animal! as well as in plant. 

It will be noted that this process of 
photosynthesis is the exact reverse of 
the vital combustion which ail] living 
implies, where organic substance is 
combined with oxygen, breaks down 
into carbon dioxide and water, and 
gives up its store of energy. This 
continued production of carbon dioxide 
woul, if there were no counter proc- 
ess, lead *@ a cumulative vitiation of 
the atmosphere. It was the attempt to 
find the counter proccess that led to 
the discovery of the plaxs:. =node of 
nutrition. The discovery was ma bv 
the English chemist and philosopher, 
Joseph Priestley, one of the founders 
of modern chemistry.

What Food Is Used For. 


The sugars and the like that green 
Plants make in their leaf laboratory 
mnuay be used in the leaf itself, or first 
transported to some other part.

These instances of towering antenna 
Systems could be multiplied, all in ac- 
cord with the best engineering prac- 
tice that the radius of the transmission 
of radio signals is in proportion to the 
effective height of the antenna masts. 

Despite this recognized radio engi- 
neering theory, Dr, J. Harris Rogers 
has literally placed his transmitting 
antenna io a depth of four feet under/ 
the surface of the earth, and the 
ground acts as a conductor ‘instead of 
the hypothetical!’ ether. “Will it 
work?” you inquire. Recent tests have 
produced surprisingly remarkable re- 
sults. 

When using only two amperes of 
electric energy in this underground 
antenna, signals were heard loudly 
by amateurs as far away as Maine and 
Florida. At least three amateurs in 
Massachusetts reported reception with 
great audibility.

of the School of 


Young Modernists 
By Eleanor Jewett. 


HE exhibition of paintings and 
water colors by Leopold Survage, 
which will close shortly at the 
galleries of the Arts club, seems 
a good point. for digression into the 
means and manners of the modern 


school of young modernists. Whenever | 


a collection of freak paintings, or of 
so-called independent paintings, or of 
boasted ultra-modern paintings, is 
called to my attention, I am reminded 
forcibly of the story Ralph Clarkson 
Mr. Clarkson is one of Chicago's 
most noted painters. his portraits of 
distinguished and imteresting persons 
are widely scattered, and his fame is 
something much more than local. 

He tells the story that he took a 
celebrated doctor, an alienist, to an 
exhibition ofgpaintings and sculpture 
by jndepende t young artists, and that 
he expected the doctor to show sur- 
‘prise, or dismay, or alarm at the vari- 
ous exhibits. On the contrary, the doc- 
tor walked through room after room 
quietly. He seemed to take the shriek- 
ing, struggling, vehement young art 


as a matter of course. The more ex- 
traordinary the picture the more calm- 


ly the doctor viewed it. At last Mr. 
Clarkson could not restrain himself 
from asking a question. 

“ How do you like this, doctor? What 
do you think of the modern tendencies 
illustrated here?” 

“Well,” said the doctor, thought- 
fully, “to tell you the truth, this sort 
of thing rather bores me. I see so 
much of it. It’s just the kind of work 
my patients do.” 

And that brings up a pretty ques: | 
tion. Are these overstrained, often | 
undernourished, young painters and | 
sculptors giving us true artistic con-) 
ceptions, or the twisted conceptions | 
of disordered minds? And should we | 
rate their sanity with ours and en-| 
thuse over their paintings, or pity | 
them and gently consign their work to | 
the oblivion today that doubtless | 
awaits it tomorrow? How much sup- | 
port, in other words, should we lend 
t efforts that are abnormal? 

eeopo:: Survage, if mad he ts, suf- | 
fers from an extreméiy orderly obses- 
sion. His paintings are beautiful, with 
a certain precise mannerly arrange 
ment of studied shapes and contours 
and colors that bewitches one. Evi- 
@ently che starts his picture with a 
@ominant note in mind. He builds up 
a strange framework, and colors it, as 
a setting for this note, be it bird, tree, 
grass, clouds, or fish. In a sense, his | 
landscapes are one much as the other. 
You cannot get atmosphere or soul into 
a cutout pattern. But for such pat- | 
terns Survage’s work is a revelation. 

The neat way in which he poses and 
imposes and superimposes, grass and 
house on grass, and window on house 
on grass, and leaf on window on house 
on grass—his paintings make a per- 
fect “This is the house that Jack 
A dark, slinking silhouette 
marks the human element in each 
picture. A cardboard bird plastered 
flat against an arc or circle lightens | 
several of the riddles. But with all| 
this mannerism of presentation Surv- 
age does command a decent modicum | 
of serious attention by the clever use 
he makes of his tricks. | 

Several Chicagoans have taken him | 
sufficiently seriously as to purchase’! 
a number of his paintings. Robert Al-. 
lerton, to mention but one, has, I was 
told, bought two of the Survage er) 
scapes. ‘“ Landscape with Clouds,” by | 
all odds the most beautiful pattern is. | 
not regretfully, among those that were | 
bought. 

That Survage can paint intelligently | 
is amply illustrated in the group of 
water colors. ‘These are lovely and | 
delicate little things. They lack, pos: | 
sibly, virility and force, but they are 
whimsical, pretty, and delicious. The 
sense for color that the painter dis- 
plays in them he retains for his other 
work. The color in all of these pictures | 
is remarkable for its clearness and | 
iruveness of tone. You find nothing | 
muddy or confused about it. In fact. | 
it is for their coloring that you first | 
admire the curious landscapes, then | 
for the intricacy of their patterns, 
then for a sly humor that ‘you feel, 
must underlie them. | 

I do not think you can say from | 
hig paintings that Survage is mad. The | 
work is not that of a debased or sen- | 
sual or savage mind. It is rather 
childlike and young and _  =innocent,' 
and curious, and different. It is pleas- | 
urable, and attracts rather than re-/| 
pulses. It invites the imagination. As | 
to whether it is great or enduring or 
a symbo!] of a new and greater kind 
of art, all of that I doubt. You can- 
mot have great art unless you have 
simple art, and Survage goes out of 
his way to make his art difficult.
